Four thousand three hundred dollars is all the 
twenty thousand white Baptists of Mississippi gave during the 
last Conventional year to send the gospel to 260,000,000 
Catholics and pagans, about an average of six cents a head ; and 
of this amount the Zion Association gave about sixty dollars, or 
two cénts a head' {wo cents apiece to send the gospel to a 
world of heathens, ‘dying at the rate of over a million a month. 
Yet we sit still and take our easewhile they perish, Truly God 
will require their blood at our hands. (See Ezekiel 33 2-9) 
Crist Jesus, {for ourfsakes, became poor that we, through his’ 
poverty, might be made rich: but brethren, weare not making 
Ourselves poor much are we? that the heathen mght be Sblessed 
with the gospel. . The last’ command of our Saviour to His fol- 
lows was: ‘Go into all the world and preach the gospel to every 
creaturo.” The above facts will show how we are. obeying this 

and yet we claim to be the tollowers of the meek and 

lowly Jesus. Dear brethren, in view of these facts, what will we 
do? Will we continue to sit still and let the heathens perish 
without hope and without God while God has so abundantly 
sed_us with the means of sending them the gospel? (and 
there are many of our brethern and sisters who are ready to carry 
them the glad news of salvation if they could be assured of a 
support) and take the responsibility ? or will we arouse from our

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D—Report on Ministerial Education. 


Your Committee, to whom was refetred this important sub- 
ject would submit the following report : ons 

Dear brethren, it is an unquestionable fact that the demand 
for an educated ministry is ‘greater now than it has ever been. 
Bducation is on a boom. Good schools spring up all over 
our country. Parents are’ educating their children, hence the 
demand for an educated ministry. The man of God must not 
be embarrassed in his work. He must show himself approved 
unto God; a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of God. . “Our first duty is tobe fully assured 
that the student is divinély called to this sacred work. Then. we 
should not hesitate to give him assistance. The gift: of God is 
eternal life, but Peter said, “Thy money ‘perish with thee be. 
cause thou hast thought the gift of God could be purchased 
with money.!" But, now that we have received that gift of eternal 
life, he says to us as the children of God, “Give and it shall be 
given to you again, full measure,shaken down, pressed together 
and running over.” We learn from this that we give temporally 
and receive spiritually. The Association did nobly at her last 
meeting in taising tunds to sustain Brother Willie Thompson 
and we are glad to know that our women have taken and are 
taking such an active part in raising money for Ministerial stu- 
dents and Misssippi College, but there is slill room for improve- 
ment. Your Committee is of the opinion that the trouble rises 
from a lack of a missionary spint on the part of the churches 
Country churches want educated ministers, and it sometimes 
happens that the young minister is educated and in sympathy 
with his people, and he goes off to the ,cities for work, because 
the country churches wi/d not sustain him. Paul admonished 
Timothy “to flee these things,” 

Your Committee would therefore recommend that you devise
